1 (a) It is proposed to notify the Pachmarhi Region including Pachmarhi Town and 164 
Revenue Villages (List of Villages attached as Annexure-I) as an eco sensitive 
zone. Boundaries of the zone shall be as per the map attached as Annexure-II. 

(b) The eco-sensitive zone shall have a core area consisting of Pachmarhi Town and 
its immediate environs, sanctuaries and national parks in the zone. AH activities 
in the sanctuaries and national parks shall be governed by the provisions of the 
Wildlife (Protection) Act, 1972 (53 of 1972). 

(c) The following activities are proposed to be undertaken/regulated in the eco 
sensitive zone 


2. (a) Zona! Master Plan:- 

(i) A Master Plan for the entire zone (except for the Cantonment area) shall 
be prepared by the State Government and approved by the Ministry of 
Environment and Forests in the Government of India. The Plan shall be 
published by fallowing a procedure similar to that specified under the 
Madhya Pradesh Town and Country Planning Act, 1973. The Plan shall 
clearly earmark industrial areas and estates. 

(ii) The area defined as Pachmarhi Special Area under the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1973 shall have a Sub-Zonal Master Plan, which will have 
to be prepared by the State Government as a component of the Zonal 
Master Plan and concurrence of the Ministry of Environment and Forests 
shall be obtained on this. 
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(iii) Similarly, all other habitations in the eco sensitive zone having 
populations of more than 5000 shall have Sub-Zonal Master Plan, which 
will form components of the Zonal Master Plan. 

(iv) A Sub-Zonai Master Plan for the Cantonment Area (as part of the Zonal 
Master Plan) shall be prepared by the Cantonment Board and got approved 
by the Ministry of Environment and Forests in the Government of India. 

(v) Pending the approval by the Ministry of Environment and Forests to the 
Zonal Master Plan and its corhponents referred to above, there shall be no 
increase in the existing parameters of permissible floor area ratio, 
permissible height, permissible maximum number of storeys and 
permissible ground coverage; and there shall also be no reduction in the 
Forest Zone/Green Zone/Agricultural Zone. Height of the buildings shall 
not exceed nine metres and number of storeys shall not exceed ground 
plus one. 

(b) Industrial Units Location of industries shall be only in the designated industrial 
estates or areas and has to be as per guidelines drawn up by the Government of 
Madhya Pradesh as well as the guidelines issued from time to time by the Ministry of 
Environment and Forests 

r 

In drawing up guidelines, the Government of Madhya Pradesh shall specify the 
types/threshold limits of industries that are completely prohibited, those that can be 
permitted after an appraisal, the requirements and procedures of which are specified, and 
those that shall be freely permitted provided certain criteria are met: Provided that 
nothing in these guidelines shall conflict with the provisions of the Environment Impact 
Assessment Notification of January 27, 1994 of the Central Government as amended on 
May 4, 1994, April 10, 1997 and as may be subsequently amended. 
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In future only non-polluting, non-hazardous cottage industries and units making 
footwear from processed and ready made leather, floriculture, horticulture based or agro- 
based industries producing products from indigenous goods from the eco sensitive zone 
shall be permitted in this zone provided that these result in no polluting effluent, emission 
or effect. If Government guidelines are issued after the Ministry of Environment and 
Forests’ approval, this may be done away with. 

(c) Quarrying and Mining :- Quarrying and mining activities are totally banned in the 
core area mentioned under para 1 of this notification. 

No fresh mining lease or renewal of lease shall be granted in the eco sensitive 
zone. The Monitoring Committee shall be the authority to give special permission for 
limited quarrying of materials required for the construction of local residential housing 
and traditional road maintenance work only provided that such quarrying is not done on 
hill slopes having gradient of more than 15 degrees. 

(d) Trees:- There shall be no felling of trees whether on Forest, Government, Revenue 
or private lands within the eco sensitive zone without the prior permission of the 
State Government in case of forest land, and the respective District Collector in case 
of Government, Revenue and private land, as per procedure which may be specified 
by the State Government provided that the District Collector shall not delegate this 
power to any subordinate officer below the rank of sub-divisional officer. For 
Cantonment Lands, prior permission of the Cantonment Executive Officer shall be 
necessary for felling of any trees provided that the Cantonment Executive Officer 
shall not delegate this power to any sub-ordinate officer. 

(e) Tourism:- All tourism activities shall be as per a Tourism Master Plan to be 
prepared by the Department of Tourism of the State Government in consultation 
with the Ministry of Tourism and approved by the Ministry of Environment and 
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Forests. The Tourism Master Plan will also form a component of the Zonal Master Plan. 

The Tourism Master Plan shall be based on a detailed carrying capacity study of 
the eco-sensitive zone, which shall be carried out by the State Government and submitted 
to the Ministry of Environment and Forests for its approval within two years from the 
date of this notification. All new tourism activities, developments for tourism or 
expansion of existing tourism activities shall be permitted only within the parameters of 
this carrying capacity study and till such time, no new construction activity for this 
purpose shall be permitted. 

(f) Natural Heritage:- The sites of unique natural heritage in the zone shall be 
identified, particularly rock formations, waterfalls, pools, gorges, groves, caves etc 
and plans for their conservation in their natural setting will be incorporated in the 
Zonal Master Plan and Sub-zonal Master Plans. Strict guidelines may be drawn up 
by the State Government and the Cantonment Board to discourage construction 
activities at or near these sites under the garb of providing tourist facilities. All the 
gene pool reserve areas in the zone shall be conserved and preserved. The State 
Government shall draw up proper plans for their conservation and preservation within 
one year from the date of issue of this notification. These plans shall form a part of 
the Zonal Master Plan and Sub-zonal Master Plans. 

(g) Man-made Heritage:- Buildings or structures or artifacts or areas and precincts of 
historical or architectural or aesthetical or cultural significance shall be identified and 
plans for their conservation, particularly their exteriors (and wherever deemed 
appropriate their interiors also) shall be prepared and incorporated in the Zonal 
Master Plan and Sub-zonal Master Plans within one year from the date of this 
notification. Guidelines shall be drawn up by the State Government and the 
Cantonment Board to regulate building and other activities in the Zone, particularly in 
Pachmarhi Town, so that the special character and distinct ambience of the Town and 
the eco-sensitive zone is maintained. 
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(h) Special plans shall be drawn up by the State Government to preserve and protect the 
zone from damage to the rock paintings, rock shelters and rock caves. 

(i) Development and construction activity at or around heritage sites (both natural and 
man-made) including rock paintings, rock shelters and rock caves shall be regulated 
in accordance with the model Regulations on Conservation of man-made and natural 
heritage framed by the Ministry of Environment and Forests in 1995 (and circulated 
to all State Governments and Union Territory Administrations). 

(j) Ground Water:- Extraction of ground water shall be permitted only for the bona- 
fide consumption of the occupier of the plot after obtaining permission from the State 
Ground Water Board. No sale of ground water shall be permitted. 

(k) Use of Plastics:- The use of plastics within the core area shall be regulated by the 
Monitoring Committee. 

(l) Protection of Hills Slopes:- There shall be no construction on hill slopes having 
gradient more than 15 degrees. 

(m) Discharge of effluents:- The discharge of any untreated effluent is prohibited within 
the zone. No effluent, either treated or untreated, shall be permitted to be discharged 
into the forests or any water source within the zone. 

(n) Solid Wastes:- The local authorities shall draw up plans for the segregation of solid 
wastes into biodegradable and non-biodegradable components. The biodegradable 
material may be used for composting or vermiculture; the inorganic material may be 
disposed off at environmentally acceptable locations. No burning or incineration of 
solid wastes can be undertaken without prior permission. It is clarified that the term 
solid wastes include domestic, industrial, commercial and garden wastes. 
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3 (a) A high level Monitoring Committee shall be constituted by the Government of 
Madhya Pradesh to ensure compliance with the provisions of this notification. 
The Committee shall consist of the Collector, Hoshangabad District, Chairman 
and representatives of Collectors of Chhindwara and Betul Districts, Divisional 
Forest Officers, Cantonment Executive Officer, a representative of the Central 
Pollution Control Board, a representative of the Ministry of Environment and 
Forests and two representatives of non-govemment organizations working in the 
field of environment or heritage conservation (to be nominated by the Ministry of 
Environment and Forests, Government of India). 

(b) It shall be the duty of the Monitoring Committee or any officer or member of the 
Monitoring Committee authorised by the Committee in this regard to file 
complaints under section 19 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 
1986) if offences under the said Act come to its or as the case may be, his notice. 

4. In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 3 and section 23 
of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986, the Central Government in the Ministry of 
Environment and Forests, hereby empowers the Housing and Environment Department, 
Government of Madhya Pradesh, to discharge the functions specifically enumerated in 
this notification and to do all things incidental thereto (except the powers which are 
required to be exercised by the Government of India as per the provisions of the 
Environment Impact Assessment notification of January 27, 1994 as amended on May 4, 
1994, April 10, 1997 and as may be subsequently amended). 

5. In respect of all powers delegated hereunder, an appeal from any aggrieved 
person shall lie to the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of India.
